free traders’ millenium is ushered in it 
will find few iu condition to share ia its 
promised blessings. 
To the mass of 
men, to be out of work is to be out of 
money—a condition in wbioh it makes 
but little difference how cheap may be 
the prices of articles beyond their reach. 
Of all men these should be the last to 
aid in fastening upon the country a poli­ 
cy dictated by foreigners who seek to 
impair its existing prosperity, by taking 
from the pockets of the working people 
a portion of the wages tney Dew receive. 
to pay for competing labor performed 
acrose the sea.

HOWTO REFORM CAUCUSES, 


It is frequently urged by minister?, as 
^or example, by the Rev. Dr. Hodge, in 
his sermon on Sunday evening, that cau­ 
cuses are frequently held in saloons or 
in the interests of those engaged in the 
liquor business. In the 
large cities 
where domocratic politics is in tho as­ 
cendency. this may be true, but as a rule 
the charge will not hold good as to the re­ 
publican party. The readers of the Ga­ 
zette will remember that last year a 
statement was published to the effect 
that a majority of the polling places in 
Chicago under the control of the demo­ 
crats were located in saloons; and in 
New York city, in the heavier democratic 
precincts, scores of polling places were 
held in bar-Tooms. It must be said to 
the honor of the re publican party, that, 
even in great cities, it bas never bowed 
to the liquor interest to the extent that 
it has located its polling pisces in estab­ 
lishments where liquors are sold. It may 
have erred in exceptional cases, but the 
instances are rare. 
But to the other point—that of the 
caucuses being beld in tic interest of 
the Balcon. The writer of this cannot 
remember cf ever attending a republican 
o&uous in Janesville 
when a saloon 
keeper was present. 
Neither does be 
ever remember cf tbe oauous or the 
convention being 
controlled by the 
liquor interest. And another thing. He 
never remembers a single '^instance when 
a republican oaucus or a democratic cau­ 
cus, was I eld in a bar-room. They have 
been held in such places of respeotabil' 
ity that even a minister might attend 
them and not in the least degrade him­ 
self, and yet the writer himself does not 
remember of ever seeing a minister at a 
political caucus. 
Therefor tbe point is this: If politi­ 
cal caucuses are a thing to be refoimed, 
why do not oburoh members and minis­ 
ters try to reform them by 
honoring 
them with their presence ? Every voter 
is interested in the [political primaries 
Every voter should attend them. It is 
neither wise nor manly tor a minister or 
any one else, to refuse to attend a politi­ 
cal caucus, and then stand afar off and 
whine beoause caucuses are run in tbe 
interest of the liquor traffic. It is a matter 
of fact, that if ministers who have so 
much to eay of corruption in politics and 
of caucuses and convention weancglthe 
saloon collar, would attend these political 
gat bt rings more than they do, end take 
a 
wider 
course of 
politics! read­ 
ing, 
they 
would 
be 
tbe 
bet­ 
ter 
able 
to 
more 
intelligently 
discuss political questions. A minister, 
just as muoh as a layman, should attend 
political primaries. As a role they are 
respectable gatherings, and if any should 
be unfortunate in not belonging tu that 
class, they should bs made such by the 
presence and personal influence of min­ 
isters end tbe better class of citizens 
generally. If the pulpit will insist in 
not being represented in a political gatb. 
enng, then the pulpit bas no right to 
complain of oauous management.

P A T N E ON POLITICS, 
If there is any man in the north welt 
who has a right to speak on the political 
situation, it is Henry O. Fay ne, chair­ 
man of the republican state central com­ 
mittee of Wisconsin, and a member of 
the 
republican 
national committee. 
Whenever he speaks on all questions po­ 
litical, be speaks with the authority of an 
expert, and has a right to be heard. 
The other 
day 
Mr. Payne was 
in 
New 
York 
and 
there 
fell 
among the Bohemians, and this is what 
he told a representative of the Mail and 
Express. In New York it seems to me 
that it is plain that the party in New 
York city should hereafter; keep clear of 
entangling alliances with either branch 
of the democrats. Let our people stand 
up and be counted and maintain their 
own selfrespect. A defeat under such 
circumstances does ne no barm, hut to 
educate our voters about half tbe time 
to vote the democratic ticket is very bad 
policy in my judgment. At least we 
have found it so in the | west. I have no 
doubt that a straight ticket in New York 
at every election will result in a few 
years to,very materially increasing the 
vote of the city. That was our expel- 
ience rn Milwaukee; As long as we 
were looking for alliances with factions 
of the democratic par ty we never made 
any headway, but as soon [as we changed 
policy and pot up a straight republican 
ticket 
at 
every 
election the party 
gained immeasurably, and now 
we at 
nearly every election carry Milwaukee. 
which was formerly a democratic strong­ 
hold, by good majorities. 
It seems to 
me that the same policy here would be 
wiser 
than 
the 
one 
which 
bas 
prevailed in 
the 
lait few 
years. 
Milwaukee 
was 
formerly, 
rela­ 
tively, as great a democratic stronghold 
as New York is to-day, and in fifteen 
years of voting on straight party .lines we 
have overcome this difference, and now 
the oity is good for from 1,500 to 4,OGO 
republican majority at every election. 
Constant alliance with one and another 
faction of the democratic party weakens 
the hold of tbe party upon our own 
voters. 
In regard to the situation in tbe new 
states, Mr. Payne told some t hic ga tba( 
are worth repeating: “ The state 
Of 
Washington is likely to be the strongest 
republican state on the coast. Our lead 
ere there are well united, and there ia 
every reason to believe that [the 10.00^ 
majority which we obtained at the recent 
election will db increased m the.future 
In Montana tbe republicans have made 
a fight against great odds; the combina­ 
tion known as the “Big Four” in the 
democratic party represents the most 
powerful and influential interests of the 
state. It consists of Broadwater, of the 
Manitoba railroad; Gov. Hauser, who 
is interested m mining and railroad en­ 
terprises to a great extent; Marcus Daly, 
the general manager of the Anaconda 
Copper Mines, tbe 
largest 
copper 
mines 
in 
the 
world, 
employing 
about 
three 
thousand 
men 
at 
Butte aud Anaconda (he was chairman 
of tbe demooratio state committee dur­ 
ing the recent campaign), and Mr. 
Clark, the democratic o mdidate for con­ 
gress last fall.” 
It may be new to some to understand 
that those four influential democrats 
shrewder than the average members of 
their party, oame out for protection, be­ 
cause they dearly saw that without such 
a position, the democratic party in Mon­ 
tana was doomed. It is a wise demo­ 
crat who can profit by the blunder Cleve- 
. I laud made on the tariff issue. 


C h ic a g o , N ov. 12.—The W. C. T. U. 
tonvention at Battery D opened Monday 
with the usual Bible reading. 
Thi3 was 
followed by the opening of the business 
meeting at IO o’clock. 
The interest in the proceedings of the 
day 
centered 
in 
the 
election 
of 
officers, 
which was set for 10:20 a. rn. 
The balloting on tbe informal ballot for 
president commenced about 12 o’clock, and 
it was nearly I o’clock before tne re­ 
sult 
was 
announce I. 
It 
result3d 
in 
an 
overwhelming 
majority 
for 
Miss 
Frances E. Willard, Mrs. J. Ellen Foster 
receiving but l l votes. 
The secretary was 
then instructed to cast the unanimous vote 
of the convention for Miss Willard. 
The 
convention then adjourned until 2 o’clock. 
Later in the day Mrs. Buell was re­ 
elected corresponding secretary for the 
tenth time, receiving 363 of the 383 ballots 
cast. 
Mrs. 
Woodbridge was re-elected 
recording secretary 
for the thirteenth 
time, receiving 37G out of 386. 
Miss 
Esther Pugh was re-elected treasurer with 
the same unanimity as she has been each 
year since 1879. 
She said that the first 
year she collected $800, and now, with 
every State and Territory, except Alaska, 
represented in the convention, the receipts 
for the last year were $23, (*00, in addition 
to bequests amounting to $8,001) or more. 
Miss Willard here got in a surprise. 
She said sh^ was anxious to swell the 
total receipts this year above all others, 
and therefore she gave the union tbe 
royalty on her publications after purchas­ 
ing tho plates, 
amounting to 
$2,700. 
There was prolonged 
applause, coupled 
with loud protests and motions not to ac­ 
cept the gift, but the president refused to 
entertain tho motions, the first time, 
she 
explained, she had ever done so while 
presiding. 
The convention had a good deal of busi­ 
ness on its program tor the day. 
There 
were a large number of reports of superin­ 
tendents of departments to bo submitted. 
The matter of liquor being sold in Vice- 
President Morton’s hotel again came up. 
Miss Willard 
read the 
following tele­ 
gram: 
“To the W. C. T. U. Convention: 
Li­ 
quor is sold in the Shoreham under bar­ 
room license obtained by Vice-President 
Morton’s manager, James K. Keenan. 
“ S a r a h D. L a F e t e a , 
“ Washington, D. C.” 
Mrs. Wallace of Indiana made a motion 
that the whole subject be dismissed, add­ 
ing that “inasmuch as Mr. Morton occu­ 
pies the second position in the government 
under a party pledged to high license, he 
could not do otherwise without rebuking 
his party.” 
This was put in the form of 
a resolution and went through without 
any opposition. 
Several gentlemen made speeches to the 
convention at intervals during the day. 
Senator Blair of New Hampshire spoke in 
a very happy vein. 
Dr. W. G. Anderson 
of Brooklyn talked to the convention on 
the subject of physical training among 
women and children. 
He argued for some 
reform in dress, particularly abolishing 
the corset, and for the bodily exercise 
which will give woman proper physical 
development as the best possible aid to 
mental improvement. 
He offered to train 
five girls at the Adelphi academy, Brook­ 
lyn, for one year free of charge, to be 
selected by this body, which announcement 
drew forth a burst of applause, and the 
doctor got a rising vote of thanks. 
Among the reports made that of Mrs. 
Mary H. Hunt of Massachusetts, as super­ 
intendent of the department of scientific 
temperance instruction, attracted marked 
attention. 
Her report shows that within 
seven years the Legislatures of twenty- 
seven States and the national Congress 
have made the science of temperance a 
mandatory study in schools under their 
control 
Only eleven States now remain 
without this Legislation. 
While it is yet 
hardly time to look for results from this 
work, reports coming from all parts of the 
country testify that public opinion Is being 
influenced by what 
is thought in the 
schools. 
Other 
reports 
were by Miss Julia 
Colman of New York, 
on temperance 
literature; Mrs. Forbes, Woman’s Tem­ 
perance Publication association; 
Miss 
Lucia E. F. Kimball of Maine, work in 
the Sunday schools, and Mrs. Col. Parker 
talked about dress reform. 
Mrs. Lucy 
P.ider described her school for deaconesses 
on the 
north side. Mrs. S t John of 
Kansas, Colo., George Woodford, 
Mrs. 
Laura 
Haviland, 
the 
octogenerian 
Quakeress, the Rev. Dr. Boole of New 
York, Mrs. Fowell of the Indian Terri­ 
tory, and James C. Ambrose were intro­ 
duced to the convention and several of 
them spoke briefly. 
The largest number of people gathered 
in the Battery during the convention as­ 
sembled in the evening to listen to the 
national oratorical contest for the diamond 
medal. 
The contestants were introduced 
by number and delivered their addresses, 
and subsequently they were made known 
by name and State and gave one minute 
sentiments. 
They were Master Ray Lud 
wick of Michigan, the Misses Daisy Stod 
dard of Nebraska, Eunice Melville of 
Minnesota, Ollie Hiatt of Kansas, Minnie 
Ellington of Illinois, Alice Hecklinger of 
New York, and Mabel Underhill o Michi­ 
gan. 
The contestants had won silver and gold 
medals in their respective States, entitling 
them to compete for the diamond medal. 
The selections recited were all chosen from 
the best utterances of representative tem­ 
perance men and women, of the United 
States. 
The judges made their award after lit­ 
tle delay, giving the medal to Miss Daisy 
Stoddard, who is only 12 years of age 
The donor of the medal, 
Mr. Demorest, 
was compelled to go to the front of the 
platform. 
Then speeches by Gen. New 
Dow and Gen. Fisk wound up the even 
ing’s exercises amid much enthusiasm.

delegates to the first congress of the 
Catholic laymen of the United States was 
called to order shortly before noon Mon­ 
day by Hon. W. J. Onahan of Chicago. 
Every seat in Concordia hall was filled, 
and the galleries were 
crowded with 
spectators. 
Archbishop Ireland invoked tho divine 
blessing. 
In a few spirited remarks in­ 
troduced ex-Gov. Carroll as temporary 
chairman. 
Mr. 
Onahan mentioned the 
name of Pope Leo. 
Instantly there was 
hand clapping and cheers all over tho hall 
soon growing into a tumult of enthusiasm. 
The scone was a notable one as the dele­ 
gates swung their hats and shouted a 
greeting to tho Roman Pontiff. 
The following cablegram from Rome 
was read: 
‘His

C a r d in a l G ib b on s. 
B a lt im o r e : 
Having made known to the 
Holy Father the expressions of devotion 
conveyed to him on the part of the Catholic 
Congress to be held in Baltjmor^ 
His

Daniel Dougherty of New York, was 
invited by the chairman to address the 
congress pending the appointment of com­ 
mittees. 
Tho famous orator was in his 
best form and voice, ani wa3 given a per­ 
fect ovation by the congress. 
Father Nugent of Liverpool, England; 
Prime Minister Mercier of Quebec, and ex- 
Senator Francis A. 
Kernan also spoke. 
While the latter was yet speaking Cardi­ 
nals Gibbons and Taschereau entered, and 
at the close of the ex-Senator’s remarks 
Cardinal Gibbons formally welcomed the 
delegates, urging them to be independent 
in their deliberations os befits free men. 
A 
committee on resolutions was appoinetd; 
also a committee to invite President Har­ 
rison to honor the congress with his 
presence.

12.—Tho offi­ 
cial vote for the State officers was can 
vassed in every county Monday. 
Full re­ 
turns from eighty-six of the ninety-nine 
counties of the State show that Boies 
(Dem.) for Governor is elected by a plural­ 
ity estimated at 6,000. 
Tho lowest vote 
on the Republican ticket outside of Gov­ 
ernor was 
for LieutenanbGovarnor, and 
the returns in the 86 counties give Poyneer 
(Rep.) 150,031 and Bestow (Dem.) 152,543. 
A probable estimate in the thirteen re­ 
maining counties, basing the estimate on 
the vote for Hutchison, who runs behind 
Poyneer, gives Poyneer the election by 
about 500 plurality. 
The rest of the 
Republican ticket is, therefore, also elected 
by pluralities ranging from 1,000 to 3,000

Chicago, N ov. 12.—Mis’, Alice Johnson 
of 345 Austin avenue, an attendant in Dr. 
Upfield’s office, was the first witness in tho 
Cronin trial Monday. 
Miss Johnson testi­ 
fied that some time in May last she saw 
Capt. Schaak come into the Dr. office and 
lay a package on Dr. Belfield’s desk. 
“ Did any one else touch this package 
before Dr. Belfield came in?” asked Mr. 
Longenecker. 
“ No, air.” 
♦‘Who first took that package off the 
desk?” 
“Dr. Belfield.” 
“ Did you know what was in it?” 
“No, sir.” 
Tho contents of the package were, of 
course, not brought out on Miss Johnson’s 
examination, but the fact was that this 
package contained the samples of cotton, 
hair, and chips which were stained with 
blood. 
These samples were afterward de­ 
livered by Hr. Belfield to Prof. Haines and 
Tolman for chemical and microscopical ex­ 
amination. 
Henry Buchkolez, a saloonkeeper at 
2805 Cottage Grove avenue, was the next 
witness. 
He testified that Kunze boarded 
at his place under the name of Kaiser. 
“Do you know John Kunze/;” was Judgo 
Longenecker’s first question. 
“ I do.” 
“ How did you know him?” 
“ He used to board by my place.” 
“ When did he come there?” 
“ April 14.” 
“ How long did he stay with you?” 
“ Till he was arrested.” 
Mr. Forrest objected to Buehholz’s tes­ 
tifying, as his name was not furnished to 
the defense till just before court opened. 
Judge McConnell said he would permit 
the defense to postpone their cross-exami­ 
nation of the witness on account of the 
short time whioh the defense knew of his 
being called to testify. 
Charles Herckimor, a tailor, who keeps 
a shop near Buchholz’s saloon, was tho 
next witness. 
Herckimer testified that ho 
knew Kunze. 
He had met Kunze in 
Buchholz’s saloon, where tho latter intro­ 
duced him to Kunze, saying: “ Mr. Herck­ 
imer, 
this 
is Mr. 
Kaiser.” 
Kunze 
subsequently came to witness’ tailor shop 
and had some work done, and gave the 
name of Kaiser. 
On another occasion 
the little German said his name was Kunze. 
John P. Dunne, plumber at 997 Lincoln 
avenue, testified that he was in Cameron’s 
saloon one night in April when Kunze and 
Coughlin entered. 
Dunne had previou sly 
known Kunze. 
Kunze came to witness 
where he had sat at a table and said: 
“ Come, I want to introduce you to a friend 
of mine.” 
He then introduced mo to Dan 
Coughlin. 
Coughlin said he and Kunze 
were good friends, and that he would do 
anything he could for Kunze. 
Then we 
had some drinks and I wont away.” 
Frank O. Washburn, a saloonkeeper at 
1320 Wellington avenue, saw Kunze and 
O'Sullivan together at his saloon some 
time in March. 
They were driving a 
brown horso attached to a buggy. 
Kunze 
said he bought the horse from O’Sullivan 
and had promised to pay more than the 
horse was worth, so that he would get some 
spending money from his guardian. Wit­ 
ness rode to his home from the saloon 
with the two men. 
The purpose of the 
testimony was to show the intimacy exist­ 
ing between O’Sullivan and Kunze. 
Joseph Petowski, a laborer in Keeloy’s 
brewery, testified that last spring he 
boarded at Buehholz’s with Kunze. 
The 
accused gave his name as John Kaiser, 
and talked frequently of Lake View and 
invited the witness to go thither with him. 
The witness continued that Kunze, miler 
tho name of Kaiser, told him he was a 
decorator and received $8(5 a week pay. 
He said his mother lived in I^ike View and 
bo and witness would go out there, but 
Whenever witness proposed tho trip Kunze 
found some excuse for not going. 
Kunze 
referred several times to a house in Lake 
View to whicb they could go. 
Later he 
said tho houso was vacant, but there was a 
dog watching it. 
Kunze was away from 
bis room all night one night in May. 
Gus Klahre, tho tinsmith, testified that 
one Monday morning in tho early part of 
May Martin Burke and an expressman 
came to his father’s tin-shop at 88 North 
Clark street. 
“ Burke had a galvanized iron-box about 
14x26 inches in size, and he wanted the 
top soldered on it. 
This Cronin case was 
in the papers that morning, and I said 
something about it. 
Burke said he was ‘a 
British spy and ought to be killed.’ ” 
“ What else did he say?” 
“ I said it was queer about Cronin's dis­ 
appearance, and Burke said: 
‘Cronin 
was a -------------- (using a vile epithet),

ness said the men employed by his father 
had all gone out to work on jobs and he 
was alone in tho shop. 
An e&pressmaf 
came into tho shop just as tho work on 
soldering the box was Completed, and 
Burko and the man wept away with the 
box. The box weighed about fifty pounds, 
in the estimation of the witness. 
Michael Walsh was one of those Clan- 
na-Gael witnesses. 
He is a gas fitter. 
On 
tho 2‘Jth of April Walsh went to Joliet to 
work. 
While there ho saw Martin Burke, 
n e had known Burke three or four years. 
He saw him first on the 9th of May. 
W it­ 
ness took him to his boarding house and 
he roomed with the witness while there. 
Burke and witness returned to Chicago on 
the 18th of May, arriving here about 7:30 
o’clock in the evening. 
Witness did not 
know of Burke’s receiving any money 
while there; he remembered Burke show­ 
ing him a letter with an enclosure, but it 
wasn’t a money order. 
Stephen Connelly, an old friend of Dr. 
Cronin who has testified before, was re ­ 
called. 
He was at tho doctor’s office the 
day P. O’Sullivan made the contract. 
Justice Mahoney introduced him to the 
iceman, and said that he had some private 
business with tho doctor. 
Mr. 
Connelly 
only remained a few minutes. 
Joseph O’Byrne had a conversation 
with John F. Beggs on Clark street, near 
the Chicago opera house block, on Tues­ 
day, May 7. 
Maurice Morris and Dennis 
Ward were also present. 
The disappear­ 
ance of Dr. Cronin was discussed, and 
Beggs said that he thought ho would turn 
up all right. 
Ward then interjected that 
Cronin had skipped out with a woman 
and would return in a few days after his 
spree. 
O’Byrne asserted that the doctor 
had been murdered. 
At that Beggs 
turned to tho witness and said: 
“ You don’t know what you are talking 
about, because you don’t belong to the 
inner circle. 
We (referring to himself 
and Ward) are posted.” 
O. H. Cheney, superintendent of sewers, 
testified that he had charge of the maps 
and records relating to sowers of tho city of 
Chicago. 
Dr. John F. Williams, of No. 427 Center 
street, testified tnat he had known Patrick 
O'Sullivan several years; had treated him 
professionally three or four years; his 
doctor bill didn’t amount to more than $5 
for the whole period. 
There were several 
physicians practicing in tho immediate 
vicinity of O’Sullivan’s house. 
Maurice Morris then took the staud. 
“On tho 7th of May,” said tho witness, 
“Dennis Ward and I were talking of the 
disappearance of Dr. Cronin, when Ward 
made the remark that Cronin had gone off 
on a spree with some woman. 
I got angry 
and asserted that he was murdered by 
men in Chicago. 
John F. 
Beggs and 
Joseph O’Byrne had joined us in the mean­ 
time, and Beggs said: 
‘You ain’t posted. 
You ain’t in the inner circle. 
We belong 
to the inner circle (meaning himself and 
Ward) and we know what we’re talking 
about.’ ” 
The witness had boen a member of tho 
Clan-na-Gael for four years, and bad 
frequently heard of the “inner circle.” 
When the I. N. B. and U. B. were 
amalgamated a 
few picked men had 
formed a secret society within a secret 
society. 
The witness had heard of the 
inner circle long before Dr. Cronin was 
murdered, but did not know Beggs was a 
member until he himself admitted it. 
Michael Gilbert, a sewer-oleanor, was 
working on Evanston avenue last week 
flushing the sewers. 
He was assisted by 
Michael 
Reese 
and Frederick Meyer. 
About 3 o’clock Friday afternoon they 
reached Sulzer road and Evanston avenue. 
“ What did you find near tho corner of 
Buena and Evanston avenues?” 
‘‘I went to the manhole and raised the 
lid and found the hole half full of water. 
I thon wont to tho next manhole and raised 
the lid there tco, and saw what looked 
like a lot of old rags. 
Tho How In the 
sowor thoro is from north to south.” 
“ What did you do!” 
“ I called on Michael Reese to go down 
into the manhole and pull out the old 
sachel. 
I had tried to pull it up, but it 
was so rotten that it fell to pieces. 
I 
handed Reese a bucket and ho got it under 
the things, and in that way we got them 
out 
We got up a box. 
It was about 
eighteen inches long. 
At first I thought 
it was a block of woo I, but after we got 
it out I saw it was a box.” 
Mr. Forrest—I object to this evidence 
on the ground that it is improper testi­ 
mony. 
Tho Court—The objection is overruled. 
State’s Attorney Longenecker (to wit­ 
ness)—Was there any lid on the box? 
“ Yes, sir; but it was loose.” 
♦‘Well, what did you do?” 
“ I lifted it onto the street. 
Then the 
small sachel with both ends off was brought 
out.” 
“ What did you do then?” 
“ All the things, including the hat and 
the clotbes, were put in a bunch together.” 
“ What happened then?” 
“ I told one of the men to go for a patrol 
wagon. The things got out on the manhole 
were all put on a stretcher just as they 
were taken out of the manhole and put in 
the patrol wagon.

Mr. Forrest declined to cross-examine 
the witness and moved that the testimony 
be stricken from the record.

♦‘Yes, it was Dr. Cronin’s.” 
The prosecution then offered all the a r ­ 
ticles identified as evidence in the case. 
Mr. Forrest objected to their introduc­ 
tion and insisted en knowing the specific 
purpose for which they were offered. 
The court overruled Mr. Forrest’s objec­ 
tion. 
There was then a wrangle about who 
should take charge of the exhibits. 
Mr. 
Forrest insisted that they should be placed 
in custody of the clerk, but the court 
finally decided that tho State’s attorney 
should retain possession of them on the 
understanding tnat they should be guarded 
by two officers, and that their condition 
should not be changed in auy way except 
that they might be dried.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , Pa., Nov. 12.—An ex­ 
plosion of flash powder occurred at the 
chemical manufacturing establishment of 
Wiley & Wallace yesterday afternoon by 
which three men were instantly killed and 
one fatally and another seriously injured. 
A large bottle of flash 
standing 
on 
a 
shelf 
for 
a 
long 
time and 
Joseph 
Wiley, 
a member 
of the firm, determined to get rid of it on 
account of its dangerous nature. 
He 
took the bottlo to a sink in the rear of tile 
basement, and calling to his assistance 
Charles R. Rhinedollor, a chemist, and 
Rudolph Lippmann, an employe, 
pro­ 
ceeded to pour the stuff down the sink. 
Rhinedoller held a hose and poured water 
on the compound as it ran from the bottle, 
and Lippman assisted MV. Wiley. 
Will­ 
iam Kidd, another employe, stood by 
and watched the proceedings. 
Just exact­ 
ly how the explosion occurred is not 
known, but it is believed that the powder, 
on account of its age, was slow in running 
from the bottle, and that Mr. Wiley must 
have struck it against tho sink to loosen 
it. 
Immediately there was a terrific ex­ 
plosion, accompanied by a deafening re­ 
port. the force of which shook the houses 
injthe neighborhood. 
Wiley, Lippman and 
Rhinedoller were instantly killed, their 
bodies 
being 
dashed 
against 
the 
walls 
of 
the 
basement 
and 
literally 
torn 
to 
pieces. 
Kidd 
was frightfully injured ani can not live. 
Alfred Moffett, the engineer, is 
very 
badly hurt, but his injuries are not be­ 
lieved to be fatal. 
Thirteen girls and a 
number of men were employed on the up­ 
per floors, and they were panic-stricken 
by the shock. 
The girls attempted to 
jump from the windows, and some of 
them fainted, thus adding U tho excite­ 
ment. 
The building and stock lore badly 
damaged, all the windows and bottles 
being smashed, the lower floors torn 
u p , 
and the walls damaged. 
Mr. Wiley, who 
was 38 years old, was the senior member 
of the firm, and leaves a wife and several 
children.

Wo have just completed the organization of a 


In a sharp, open letter published in 
New York Sunday John M. Ward asserts 
tftat under'the reserve rule in all its stages 
rn development and elaboration, from its 
inception as a league measure in 1330 
down to its greatest extension under tho 
national agreement, there has never been 
anything to prevent a club from giving 
his services to any player outsido of those 
associated under mutual 
agreement to 
respect the rule, 
provided he could find 
such a club able aud willing to pay him 
his price. 
Then, after quoting the much 
discussed paragraph 18 of the contracts 
used by the league last year, ho says: 
“How the condition that the player 
should not be reserved at a reduction of 
salary was violated and the players cheated 
out of the only real advantage they were 
supposed to have gained need not bo re­ 
counted here. 
The league’s treachery and 
double dealing on that point are familiar 
to everyone. 
The point which concerns 
this discussion is tho actual meaning of 
that paragraph as it now stands. 
It is a 
well established rule of law that where 
technical terms are used in a contract evi­ 
dence may be adduce! to show their mean­ 
ing. 
The word ‘reserve,’ as here used, is 
technical. 
It is used in this sense only in 
base balk 
The ‘reserve’ rule was that by 
which a certain definite circle of clubs 
managed to monopolize the services of 
their players and ‘reservation’ was the 
word by which this power urns designated. 
The 
word 
reserve’ 
was 
therefore 
used in tho new contract f< r the distinct 
purpose of recognizing this power only as 
it then existed. 
The matter was thorough­ 
ly discussed bv the players beforehand. 
Other forms of expression wero at first 
suggested, but under the direction of our 
legal adviser it was decided to employ 
the word ‘reserve, ’ because it was of cer­ 
tain meaning, because it meant the same 
power then exercised, neither less nor 
more. 
Tho effect of paragraph 13 with 
relation to the player’s future service is 
then simply this. 
Ho has 
givon the 
club a qualified option, an option 
as 
against every club under the national 
agreement, but not as against any club 
or body of clubs outside of that circle. 
I 
am reassured in this belief by the opinion 
of one of tho ablest members of the New 
York bar and a former occupant of the 
bench. In view of the foregoing facts 
the desperate claim of tho club to extend 
the meaning of the word ‘reserve’ to in­ 
clude clubs outside tho national agree­ 
ment—that is, to make it an unqualified 
option—is unfounded and absurd. 
The plain meaning of Ward s letter is 
that the meeting of the brotherhood in 
New York will result in a declaration of 
independence. 
There has been reasonable 
ground for doubt heretofore os to whether 
the players really meant to do more than 
scare the league magnates into doing away 
with the most obnoxious rules enacted of 
late years, but W ard’s open abuse of tho 
league gives notice that tho players mean 
to cut loose from the present organizations 
and go into business on their own account 
in 1890, as has all along been claimed for 
them by those in their confidence. 
It is 
interesting to note that he in effect says 
that last year the players understood that 
by the use of the word “reserve” in the 
brotherhood contracts they would hood­ 
wink the league an I prevent effective 
legal action against 
them when they 
should enlist as members of clubs not 
within the scope of the national agree­ 
ment. 
The inference is that even then in 
the inner circle of the brotherhood it was 
understood that in 1890 the league players 
would be led into another fold. 
There is a 
flavor of double-dealing in this that the 
smart president of the brotherhood seems 
to have overlooked.

“ BALLOON” OK WINTER TENNIS—HOW IT IS 


PLAYED. 
"Balloon,” or, as it might more proper­ 
ly be called, winter tennis, is a new game 
which is bound to become a decided 
popular one among lawn tennis lovers 
during the months when it is too cold 
to play their favorite game oat of doors. 
It is founded upon lawn tennis, but is so 
arranged that it may be played in a par­ 
lor without the slightest danger of caus­ 
ing damage to the [most delicate brie a- 
brao. It .takes a remarkably delicate 
touch and skill in handling a racquet, 
fine judgment, a good eye end active 
imbs to play the game perfectly, but it 
is also well adapted to the most delicate 
persons. 
The sooiety editor of the Oshkosh 
Northwestern illustrates this game as 
follows: Instead of a 'rubber ball, as in 
tennis, an iL fl ated toy balloon, such as 
are sold to children on the streets, is need. 
I he balloon, however, is not lilied with 1 
light gas but simply with air.
